Construction began on the 
13th of June on the remodel- 
ing of a housing project for a 
child care center in the Hunt- 
ers Point Area. 

George Jackson, Area Di- 
rector in the Hunters Point 
Area stated that Ernie Lowe, 
a community. general con- 
tractor had started the job, 
but was abruptly halted when 
the city refused to issue a 
building permit to remodel 
the old housing project. 

Antone La Rosa, building 
inspector, turned thumbs down 
on the project because the 
building was a wooden one with 
two stories, and a basement. 

La Rosa said that according 
to the building code, school 
children can only be housed 
in a wooden building where it 
is only one story high, and 
without a basement, Rosasays 
that the building being remod- 
eled is two stories high, and 
has a basement. 

When the contractor applied 
for a permit he was flatly 


denied. Even though the city 
says these buildings are not 
fit to house nursery school 
children, they continue to let 
the Housing Authority rent 
these same buildings to hun- 
dreds of families, and have 
done so for the last twenty 
years. 

Jackson stated that the child 
care center is one of the most 
needed in the area. Ina recent 
survey taken in the Hunters 
Point Area the need of the 
child care center took top pri- 
ority as compared with other 
needs. 

Mayor John Shelly was pres- 
ent at the ground breaking 
ceremony and acclaimed the 
child care center as an 
achievement in self-help. 
However, the Mayor has sat 
quietly while the city has 
stopped the project. Exactly 
what the Mayor is going to do 
is not known. However, there 
is a meeting planned with him 
to see just what is going to 
be done.

WASHINGTON & MISSISSIPPI—Doctors who recently toured 
Mississippi have been reporting that thousands of cases of 
Negro children were found in extreme cases of hunger ap- 
proaching starvation with serious untreated diseases, 


SACRAMENTO— A bill now awaiting the acting governor’s 
signature will broaden the powers of the California Fair 
Employment Practices Commission. It will allowthe commis- 
sion to initiate its own investigations, attempt to conciliate 
violations thus uncovered, and file complaints if such con- 
ciliation fails, 


MOBILE, ALA,—A Negro civil rights leader recently hadhis 
home ‘bombed out’ by nightriders. J. L, Leflore is president 
of a non-partisan Voters League, which has sponsored much 
South Alabama civil rights activity and voter registration.

On a suit by the NAACP Legal Defense Fund the stay 
was made, the argument is that ‘‘the State fails to provide 
legal defense for condemned men wishing to pursue ex- 
haustive appeals; potential jurors are excluded from juries 
if they object to the death penalty; there are no guidelines 
for juries to follow in giving the death penalty; and that 
capital punishment adds up to a cruel and unusual punishment.”

A move to strengthen the 
nondiscrimination ordinance 
for city contractors is under 
discussion between union rep- 
resentatives and the Human 
Rights Commission, report- 
ed Director William Becker 
at the Commission’s meeting. 


When the Ordinance requir- 
ing nondiscriminatory hiring 
policies by all contractors 


' providing goods or services 


to the City was passed by the 
Board of Supervisors last Oc- 
tober, one provision required 
that unions and the Commis- 
sion’ meet for a six-month 
period to develop affirmative 
action to attract more minor- 
ity members. 


“We are proposing an 
amendment to the ordinance,” 
said Director Becker, ‘‘which 
will permit us to confer with 
the contractor and the related 
union prior to awarding the 
job. That way we get away 
from a generalized. nondis- 
crimination policy and instead 
can focus on getting an ‘open 
door’ employment program on 
each specific job before it 
gets underway.’’

Congressman burton said 
the commission would con- 
sider every aspect of the pro- 
posed museum, including 
scope and scale of activities, 
relations with existing muse-* 
ums, and location.

« Burton said, ‘‘The taxable 
wealth of the school district 
has increased by 35 percent 
per pupil in the past two 
years, and that part of this 
should be returned to the tax- 
payers in the form of lower 
property tax rates and the 
remainder used for teachers’ 
salaries and reduction of class 
size. 
‘The new school revenues 
from assessment reforms 
alone amount to about 50 cents 
on the tax rate,’”’ Burton said, 
‘and I think the school board 
ought to make a deliberate 
effort to reduce school taxes 
by at least 25 cents. This 
will still leave over $5 mil- 
lion for expanding our pro- 
rams in needed areas and in- 
creasing teachers’ salaries.” 
Burton noted that San Fran- 
cisco schools would suffer no 
loss in State aid, due to the

local assessment increases. 
San Francisco schools cur- 
rently receive only the basic 
allowance of $125 per pupil 
from the State because of the 
relative wealth of the district. 
“‘The Constitution guaran- 
tees us this minimum figure,” 
he said, ‘‘so we won’t lose 
anything in State aid.” 


Burton noted that the school 
finance bills now before the 
Legislature will aid the dis- 
trict to a more limiteddegree 
by. providing a substantial in- 
crease in special State aidfor 
the mentally retarded, the 
gifted, and the physically han- 
dicapped programs. He esti- 
mated the district’s gain at a 
quarter of a million dollars 
or more under bills presently 
pending in the State Legisla- 
ture, 


‘*The school authorities now 
have an obligation,’? Burton 
said, ‘‘to see that a good part 
of this windfall revenue isre- 
turned to homeowners whose 
assessments have been raised 
substantially in the’ past two 
years by lowering the present 
$2.99 school tax rate.”

Community Center is being evicted, 

Howewer, Ruth Williams, a former board member 
who recently resigned, reported at a meeting on Tues- 
day, June 27 that the center had received a commit-

Two young ladies from the local Economic Opportunity 
Council office have started laying the foundation fora special 
youth progyam for girls, 

Elosie Wilson and Mattie Williams both Community 
service aides have started a program for young girls that 
will not qualify for participation in the Summer Youth Pro- 
gram (SUP), The /SUP is a summer program for the young 
that provide them with vocational educational experiences 
during the summer while paying them a salary. However 
the only youth that qualify for participation in that program 
are those who’s families earn $4,000 or less according 
to Elosie Wilson, for this reason Miss Wilson believes 
that many of the girls in the area will not qualify. 

Joseph Bailey, Program Director for the Economic

Summer of Repeats 


This is the summer of repeats. Not only do we have 
them on television, but we have them in the Economic 
Opportunity Council's Summer Youth Program too, 

Last year due to some squabbling with the Federal Gov- 
ernment the program was delayed for about a month, This 
year similar disagreements arose and the program was 
again delayed, 

The Economic Opportunity Council applied for a grant 
of $750, 000 to supply 1500 San Francisco youth with sum- 


mer employment plus educational recreational experience. 


The Office of Economic Opportunity Council cut back 
the application, and gave $500, 000 for the funding. This 
meant that each target area in San Francisco would get 
only $100, 000, amounting to employment for only 1200 
youngsters in the poverty areas, 

Last year unemployed discontented youngsters left 
Hunters Point and the Western Addition areas riot torn. 
City officials and agencies made illusory efforts to pro- 
duce jobs for the young people. This year we are faced 

with a probability of a similar happening. 
; What may have been the most significant mass em- 
ployment and educational Summer Youth Program for 
the youth has for the past month been bogged down in 
beaurocratic red-tape, while youth pace restlessly in 
and out of local poverty offices awaiting employment 
that was promised a year ago: 

Recently Mayor John Shelley was confronted directly 
with the restlessness of the youth. About 120 youth from 
the Hunters Point Area appeared-at his office, and de- 
manded that the city live up to its promise of providing 
jobs through the Economic Opportunity Council. They 
threatened, either sive them the 360 jobs promised in 
Hunters Point, or expect a riot. By five o'clock the same 
day the Mayor had assured the youth that they would live 
up to the promise. 

This year the Summer Youth Program started first by 
cutting back on the number of jobs promised, coupled with 
the fact that it has gotten a late start. Most youngsters are 
beginning to feel they were victims of bad faith promises. 
Many youth put applications in for employment long be- 
fore summer vacation started, and yet many of them have 
no jobs, and will probably not get one. We know that 
this program cannot employ all youth, and that there 
will consequently be many that will not get jobs. How- 
ever, the problem arises when you promise them jobs 
and then do not live up to that promise. 

It is bad enough to have bureaucratic red-tape that 
delays the program, but when there is evidence of dis- 
honesty, the youngsters are the first to sense it. 

Though the program has started late, and suffered 
severe cutbacks the burden falls on this city and the 
EOC to make what is left a meaningful program for the 
youth that will be involved, 

In the meantime we can only hope things do not get 
too hot. 


Tenant Rental 
Protection 


In theory the San Francisco Housing Authority and their 
commission are obligated to, among other duties, to see 
that public housing is safe, sanitary and generally fit for 
human habitation, It has been a matter of record and history 
that they have needed outside assistance in keeping the tenants 
in mind when they go about their business, 

But what do we have for others in housing rentals 
throughout the city in terms of the same protection? of 
course we can readily write off the health department and 
the rent strike is all the tenant has to work with, The right 
to strike and withold a month’s rent is protected by law 
but such clauses (legal) are often waived in the fine print 
of some tenant leases, Other means are hard on the tenant 
who is always in the eyes of everybody else to be considered 
guilty until proven otherwise, 

To further complicate and darken the outlook is that 
the future improvement of city, county or some federal 
agencies who are supposed to be charged with some obli- 
gation to housing tenants is most unlikely, 

Yet something has got to be done about what amounts 
to two-faced government everywhere, Present construction 
has to meet certain rigid codes which most existing tenant 
structures can’t measure up to. Most existing violation on 
older structures is ignored or played down, 

Afterall, slum landlords are some of our most pro- 
minent citizens whose real political power outweighs thou- 
sands of disadvantaged, ?

ANTI-PEOPLE POVERTY, in Bellingham, Washington, local 
poverty officials turned their backs on the wife and children 
evicted (because they were American Indian) literally into 
the street. The Father was away with the U.S. Army training 
to go to Vietnam to fight and shoot people for something or 
other, while his own family’s rights here at home mean 
absolutely nothing .... Billy Grahmm of the holy-er-than set 
now sez he is for the war on poverty, which is really some 
pox to the poor and minorities he ignores .... While Sargent 
Shriver tells stories about people without necessary living 
services in the ghettoes and starving in the south, his OEO 
gives the giant establishment all-the grants they want and 
turns its back on meaningful pleas for help and assistance .... 
For instance, the NAM (National Assoc. of Manufacturers) 
has received through a research affiliate in North Caro- 
lina a so-called manpower program for 1.2 million; and 
Columbia University is getting 390 thousand to “study eco- 
nomic problems in Harlem’’. Otherwise while black and 
Spanish speaking Americans starve others are still studying 
the matter because they are really reluctant to do anything 
anyway—that is, they have no intention to help.... 


INDEPENDENCE for what? Those of us who celebrate inde- 
pendence often wonder with reservation when we see what 
goes on from the Latin America’s to Vietman and on to 
Greece and elsewhere ... the spirit of the revolution we had 
a hand in starting is now taboo here at home; we have no 
intentions, to be truthful, of ever granting citizenship to black 
Americans or others we either feel more like repressing 
to strengthen that-weak sissy white suphremist ego so many 
contend is a part of America. Until we cease having Miss 
White Universe, Miss White America, Miss White California 
contests; sending AID flunkies to countries to tell them how to 
run their lives; broadcasting lies through the Voice of America, 
not certainly extend to others.... 


INSURANCE for persons living in the ghetto is often easy to 
come by but very high indeed .... presently there is one char- 
acter collecting $3 per week from families for a $5,000 
policy which is easy to pay but muchhigher than the standard 
rate considering all the circumstances. Mostly those poor 
prospects on Hunters Point hill are either lied to or bullied 
into believing that they are ‘‘uninsureable”. Car insuranceis 
another big gyp. Although there is a law against it, many are 
still turned down for coverage because of where they live in 
the City or charged accordingly higher rates .... in all this 
the fault does somewhat lie with the customer who is fooled 
into believing such trash or continues to put up with such 
downtown tactics .... Geography also plays a big part in 
whether a person can get a ‘‘Charge Card’’, there are hardly 
any oil companies who will issue a card for ghetto dwellers; 
many of those from local downtown stores place a time limit 
on ghetto borrowers that is more in line with the customer 
being black than whether he pays or not.... 


SPEAKING of bias, the local Ma Bell (Telephone Company) 
has had rather few, if any, jobs for black applicants. Yet, 
just this spring they went into local high schools, in the Sunset 
for instance, and openly recruited applicants, especially 
white females. To top it off, for most of the positions there 
was no test, yes no test, and they are now given special 
training. Those little girls who have to attend class at night 
are even given taxi fare home .... and some idiots still ask 
why we endorse and ery for Black Power!, oh when will they 
ever learn?,... 


BLACK POWER is cool and easy for those who want to under- 
stand. But a little kidding might be inorder .... why some ask 
is it that some of the most vocal cats who yell nationalism 
have such pale pale wifes and friends? .... 


CITY EOC WOES REVISITED, the recent crisis for money 
by the SFEOC to pay its own kind left many questions un- 
answered. When Judge Kennedy attempted to get the needed 
money from the City he was told that somehow EOC was just 
not that City, therefore he had to go to a bank and borrow the 
loot—that cost, according to sources, $12,000—yet it’s 
the City which governs all the EOC’s finances, ultimately pays 
all the checks with the SF comptroller signing them .... one

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Question of Power 


Recently in an informal discussion with a couple of 
friends, the question of whether Hunters Point really has 
any power was batted around,’ As I define it, ‘power’ is 
the ability to get what you want when you need it, or as 
Webster’s defines it, the ability to do, or the capacity to 
produce, 

First let me state that it is my belief that Hunters Point 
has no real political power, because past elections has 
Shown that less than 50% of the voting population votes, © 
The simple truth is that most people in the area don’t 
vote, and without united mass voting, you can’t talk about 
political power by voting strength. 

Secondly, I think that what presently exists in Hunt 
Point can be generally defined as an illusory power, oD 
in the specific category of the ‘‘nuisance power.” 4 

The threat or interference with the status quo by aggri- 
vation and disruption is the essence of the nuisance power, 
How is this power exercised, if it can be called a power? 
To explain by example; in recent meetings with the Housing 
Authority Commissioners, that body of political appointees 
that run the city’s delapidated public Housing Complex 
in which the residents of Hunters Point reside about 30 
persons from Hunters Point appeared at the regular sched- 
uled meeting. The purpose being to bring to bear a force 
on the commission to remedy and repair untenantable housing 
in Hunters Point, The means was by the vehement vocali- 
zation of the ever present unrest in the bodies of the victims, 

The cry and hue, ‘We are tired of roaches and rats,” 
rang thunderously within the meeting chambers, The demands 
was, ‘‘You’d better do something about it or else,” this 
raised the eyebrows of the commissioners, What was this 
‘else’? they threatened? It wasn’t long before the eom- 
missioner found out, at the next regular meeting after they 
had as usually done nothing about the complaints, The group 
appeared again, they were there to bear out their threats, 
First came the hue and cry. ‘‘We are tired of roaches and 
rats,” then the walls started to shake, The commissioner 
braced themselves for the boom, then it came ‘you'd 
better do something or else.’’ but this time they didn’t 
raise their eyebrows. They simply asked, ‘«Are you finished; 
is so then we will continue with the order of business,” 
This was the nuisance power, But it’s obviously a misnomer 
to call it a power, as there is no real power to produce, 

It might seem a little unfair to present only my views 
on the question of power, and leave out the views of my 
friends that were involved in the discussion, but then they 
didn’t write this either, 


U THINK You'Re 


grant laborer and so on. But today, according to Ronnie Baby 
our governor, it’s the white upper-middle class ‘‘who lives 
in the suburbs or in city highrises’’ and obviously only make 
over $12,000 per year .... 


VALID ANTI-POVERTY; today the only real and visible anti- 
poverty work is being done by agroup of dedicated individuals 
in the city who are more disdained by the establishment. 
That is, the hippies and their friends who comprise the Dig- 
gers. This group with their meals, pads, free duds, clinics, 
friendly and honest faces, and acting mostly like ancient 
Christians (since mainly extinct and not to be confused 
with any organized religious group) are probably serving 
more persons then all the rest of the poverty offices through- 
out the city, and doing a damn good job. They need some 
help and support, mainly because every other agency, poverty 
official, city father and the like are out milking every devious

Only Black Power Can Make Integration Relevant 

This is what the white society does not wish to face; 
this is. why that society prefers to talk about integration. 
But integration speaks not at all to the problem of poverty, 
only to the problem of blackness. Integration today means the 
man who ‘‘makes it,’? leaving his black brothers behind in 
the ghetto as fast as his new sports car will take him, It has 
no relevance to the Harlem wino or to the cotton-picker making 


$3 a day. As a lady I know in Alabama once said, ‘‘The food . 


that Ralph Bunche eats doesn’t fill my stomach.’ 

Integration, moreover, speaks to the problems of black- 
ness in a despicable way. As a goal, it has been based on 
complete acceptance of the fact that in order to have a decent 
house or education, blacks must move into a white neighbor- 
hood or send their children to a white school. This reinforces, 
among both black and white, the idea that ‘‘white”’ is auto- 
matically better and ‘‘black” is by definition inferior. This is 
why integration is a subterfuge for the maintenance of white 
supremacy. It allows the nation to focus on a handful of 
Southern children who get into white schools, at a great 
price, and to ignore the 94% who are left behind in un- 
improved all-black schools. Such situations will not change

until black people have more power—to control their own 
school boards, in this case. Then Negroes become equal in a 
way that means something, and integration cases tobe a one- 
way street. Then integration doesn’t mean draining skills 
and energies from the ghetto into white neighborhoods; then it 


can mean white people moving from Beverly Hillsinto Watts, - 


white people joining the Lowndes County Freedom Organiza- 
tion, Then integration becomes relevant, 

Last April, before the furor over black power, Christopher 
Jencks wrote in a New Republic article on white Mississippi’s 
manipulation of the anti-poverty program: 

‘‘The war on poverty has been predicated on the notion 
that there is such a thing as a community which can be de- 
fined geographically and mobilized for a collective effort to 
help the poor. This theory has no relationship to reality 
in the Deep South. In every Mississippi county there are two 
communities. Despite all the pious platitudes of the moder- 
ates on both sides, these two communities habitually see 
their interests in terms of conflict rather than cooperation, 
Only when the Negro community can muster enough political, 
economic and professional strength to compete on somewhat 
equal terms, will Negroes believe in the possibility.of true 
cooperation and whites will accept its necessity. En route to 
integration, the Negro community needs to develop greater 
independence—a chance to run its own affairs and not cave 
in whenever ‘the man’ barks ... Or so it seems to me, and to 
most of the knowledgeable people with whom I talked in Mis- 
sissippi. To OEO (Office of Economic Opportunity) this judg- 
ment may sound like black nationalism...” 


THE POOR AND THE POVERTY PROGRAM 
Jencks, a white reporter, perceived the reason why 
America’s anti-poverty program has been a sick farce in 
both North and South. In the South, it is clearly racism which 
prevents the poor from running their own programs; in the 
North, it more often seems to be politicking and bureaucracy. 


But the results are not so different: In the North, non-whites - 


make up 42% of all families in metropolitan “‘poverty areas’? 
and only 6% of families in areas classified as not poor. 
SNCC has been working with local residents in Arkansas, 
Alabama, and. Mississippi to achieve control by the poor of 
the program and its funds; it has also been working with 
groups in the North, and the struggle is no less difficult. 
Behind it all is a federal government which cares for more 
about winning the war on the Vietnamese that the war on 
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King’s “Rights” 


In recent months it has become evident that not just 
‘hawks’ are very disturbed over the actions and speeches 
of Martin Luther King, Jr. regarding the war in Vietnam and 
the question of peace. 

The national press has gone Gat of their way to headline 
various attacks on Dr. King’s positions on peace. Such com- 
ments have been made by Roy Wilkins, the moderate of the 
NAACP, Whitney Young of the Urban League and Dr, Ralph 
Bunche of the State Department. King’s replies did not re- 
ceive ample coverage and was often ignored by the same 
press. 

King has made five notable proposals: 1) Endall bombing 


in North and South Vietnam, 2) Declare a unilateral cease- _ 


fire in the hope of creating an atmosphere for negotiation, 
3) Curtail military. build-ups, 4) Accept the fact that the 
National Liberation Front has considerable support in South 
Vietnam and must play a role in its government, 5) Set a date 
for removing all foreign troops from Vietnam as required 
by the Geneva Accords of 1954. 

The same detractors of Dr. King, from Johnson to Wil- 
kins, seem to feel that such a stand is harmful to the civil- 
rights movement. Yet they fail to understand the moral 
question involved in both problems, ‘man’s inhumanity to man’. 

If we go back one step to Dr. King’s reasons for his 
initial involvement in the civil-rights movement we might 
easily understand better that his present commitment stems 
from the same moral imperative as all his other actions, 

As a man with a conscience, he feels compelled to speak 
out against the wrongs of the Vietnam war for the same rea- 
sons he has been compelled to take a stand, a dramatic stand 
which few of his detractors have ever taken, against the wrongs 
of racial injustice. And it is inevitable that for a Nobel Peace 
Prize laureat that civil rights leadership should lead to anti- 
war militancy. He could not stay out of the peace movement 
if he was sincere to his own principles. 

In other factors the very programs of the civil rights 
movement, including the outgrowth of the war on poverty, 
have been stymied for one good reason, the war in Vietnam. 
In each case, racial injustice, and the Vietnam war, the ques- 
tion of profit and prosperity are more important to a nation 
and its leaders in business and government than the solving 
of problems of injustice either here or abroad. In fact, it is 
evident that “such problems are best left unsolved for profit- 
able economic reasons. 

None of King’s critics, Wilkins et-al, included, have ever 
really honestly approved of any of his militant actions. Theirs 
has been a ‘‘moderate course’’ which has contributed nothing 


to either black men or lessened the seriousness of the situa- : 


tion. Otherwise, they have chose to take the road of political 
expedience, King has chosen a more difficult but honest one.

Brothers Burton 
& Politics

Here in San Francisco the poor minorities, progressives 
and liberals have been fortunate in being represented since 
1955 by what some opponents are now calling a political 
dynasty or ‘‘machine,’? Such a silly term, of course, is 
only meant for morons, since anyone with any intelligence 
would know that not to be true. By their loose definition 
any political organization could also be termed asa machine, 
especially their own, 


Now the Burton’s have been responsible for the support, 


leadership, and authorship of some of the best progressive ~™ 


~~ legislation, To disdain their work-on the legislative scene 


is like attacking social security measures, at first it is 
ok but as time goes by even conservatives began to realise © 
that they are valuable. Conservatives for one have myoptic 
trouble, that is, they can’t recognize farsighted thinking, 
their pocket book usually obstructs their vision, 


This latest political confrontation (election this Tuesday 
the 18th of July) has brought out some provactive clashes, 
First there is John Burton, followed by one who only even 
registers as a Democrat for. its practical advantages, and 
who some describe as the ‘‘court jester’? of the Board of 
Supervisors; and lastly there is Judge Milton Marks, Marks 
in some ways is something of a paradox, Presently he appears 
to be ashamed of his past, that is the liberal and progras- 
sive record he holds as an assemblyman, Ronnie Reagan 
backs him, but only likely because of the balance of power 
and senate control Marks, would bring to Sacramento, This 
would also give the acting governor the golden chance to 
put one of his radical right buddies in a judgeship where 
the nut could move in a manner more friendly to Birchers, 


Although we do swing with the Burtons there are a few 
questions regarding these ‘defenders of democracy.’ For years 
we watched the Unruh boss type workings, and though ‘big 
daddy’s’ record was liberal and very progressive, his actions 
on a local political level were elsewhere. Whenit came to the 
grass roots California Democratic Council where little club 


members have some equality Unruh could not even pretend 


to look good, he was more custom to the back room. 


But now here in San Francisco the CDC though still in 
operation is something else: it is well tiedup, well controlled 
by one faction and there are no chances of any new clubs to 
upset the applecart. For Mr. Average in the districts this 
short of puts Mr. Burton in the same boat as ‘big daddy.’ 


And, as a matter of fact that is not all. For sometime — 


how people have wondered about the representatives Mr. Bur- 
ton has in some areas. Much like Mr. Charlie’s toms, these 
people are given just enough of a taste to sustain themselves 
as reliable contacts. But just how reliable are these contacts? 
Many grass roots’ people are from time to time beginning 
to doubt their closeness to either the people or their integrity. 


If these are the people that Mr. Burton listens to then 
there are many areas of doubt as to how really close he is 
to his constituents. /

Dr. King writes about what 
it is like to be a Negro in 
the United States today and 
discusses the ‘‘dillema of Ne- 
gro Americans,” 

His concluding — section, 
“The World House,’”’ is about

Legal 


First Aid 


1. If you are stopped by the police, you may 
remain silent; you do not have to answer any 
questions about alleged crimes. You should 
provide your name and address if requested 
(although it is not absolutely clear that you 


must do so). 


2. Police have a right to search your car or 
your house only if they have a search warrant, 
probable cause, or your consent. They may 
not conduct an exploratory search—that is, 
one for evidence of crime generally or for 
evidence of crimes unconnected with the one 
you are being questioned about. (Thus, a stop 
for an auto violation does not give the right 
to search the auto.) You are not required to 
consent to a search; therefore, you should not 

-consent and should clearly and unequivocally 
state your lack of consent, in front of witnesses 
if possible. If you do not consent, the police 
will have the burden in court of showing 


probable cause. 


3. You may not resist arrest forceably or by 
going limp, even if you are innocent. To do

IF YOU, 2 college student, have been turned down fora 
guaranteed low-cost student loan, you are not the only one. © 
Banks and other lending institutions from coast to copgt 
are participating in a massive new system of guaranteed 
loans under which college students may borrow up to $1000 
a year at a simple rate of 6 percent. Loans are paid during 
college years in part or in full by the Federal Government 
and repayable over as many as 10 years after graudation. 
The program, authorized by the 1965 Higher 
Act, is aimed at the middle-income family which cannot 
bear the crunching expenses of putting even a single child 
through college at today’s high costs. Its. worthy objective fs 
to help the student who fs neither brilliant nor impovet- 
ished, but who is instead one of the vast majroity of mid- 
dle-grade'sons and daughters of middle-iscome families. .. 
But the blunt fact is that many banks are unable tovas 
much-as break even on loans at 6 percent under today's 
eonditions. and thus thousands of borrowers are beimg 
turned away. i 
Congress is now debating major revisions in the logm 
program, including Federal paymests of extra placement 
fees to banks for each loan made, and reduction of the 
costly. complicated paperwork involved in making 
leans.

MEANWHILE, there are other. private sources of col- 
lege loans pen to college students from middle-income fari- 
lies. If you. or your child, are among those who have not - 
been able to get a low-cost loan under the Federally aided 
program. here are additional possibilities for financial as- 
sistance : : 

@ Man colleges and universities have their own loap 
and scholarship funds for qualified: students. The 
aid officer of the college a student wishes to attend is the 
best source of details on such funds. 

Many banks and other lending institutions have spe- 
cial education loan plans under which tuition and expense 


«money is advanced in installments. The simple interest tate 
‘under these plans is often well under the bank's rate for 


ordinary persona! loans. Repayment usually begins soon 


, after the loan is made. and borrowers may take up to six 


or eight vears to repay. : 

Many States. too. have special student loan and schale 
arship funds as do many civic and provate organizations. 
Again, the college financial aid officer is the best source of 
information on these programs. 

e Many private organizations also lend money to col- 
lege students or guarantee educational loans. The largest 
private guarantor of student loans today is the non-profit 
United Student Aid Funds, supported largely by private 
business contributions. It is not only a major participant in 
the new Federally assisted student loan program, primarily 


‘as a guarantor of loans made by banks and other lending 
‘institutions in 30 states. It also has a sparate guaranteed 


student loan program with more than 900 colleges and uni- 
versities participating in all 50 States.

ONLY THE STUDENT’S signature and a statement by 
his college that he is a bona fide student or applicant are 
needed. Loan applications are available from the financial 


‘aid officer of the college a student wishes to attend or from 


a participating local bank. The United Student Aid Funds’ 
address is 845 Third avenue. New York city. 

Because bank funds for all-low-cost louns are limited, 
students should apply for the loans as early as possible.- 
And, as a general rule, the larger the bank, the more USAF 
guaranteed loan funds are available. 


5. If youare arrested, the police may search 
you for weapons by patting the outside of your

6.. Do not engage in “friendly” conversations 
with officers on the way to or at the station. 
Once you are arrested, there is little likelihood 
that anything you say will get you released. 


7. As soonas you have been booked, you - 
have the right to complete at least two phone 
calls—one to a relative, friend or attorney, the 
other toa bail bondsman. ; 


8. You must be allowed to hire and see an 


attorney immediately. 


9. You do not have to give any statement 
to the police, nor do you have to sign any 
statement you might give them, and therefore 


you should not. 


10. You must be allowed to post bail in most 
cases, but you must be able to pay the bail 
bondsman’s fee. If you cannot pay the fee, you 
may ask the judge to release you from custody 
without bail or to lower your bail, but he does 


not have to do so. 


11. The police must bring you into court or 
release you within 48 hours after your arrest - 
(unless the time ends on a weekend ora 
holiday, and they must bring you before a 
judge the first day court is in session). 


12. If you do not have money to hire an 
attorney, immediately ask the police to get 
you an attorney without charge. 


13. If you have the money to hire a private 
attorney, but do not know of one, call the 
National Lawyer’s Guild or your local county 
Bar Association and you will be given the 
name of an attorney who does criminal law.

Dear Ruth; 
Will early pregnancy hurt a girl's body? 
High School Girl 


Dear High School Girl, 

The body of a young girl isn't ready for pregnancy, 
The girl herself hasn't really stopped growing until she 
is 16 or 18 years old. Her own body is still developing 
and changing and a new life growing inside her body 
doesn't always get all the nourishment and strength it 
needs to develop fully and completely. 

Babies born to young teenagers are likely to be born 
prematurely; that means that they are born before the 
nine months growth period inside the mother's body is 
completed. And when this happens there is greater 
tisk for the baby. Premature babies are not as strong as 
full term babies and are more likely to be born with 
defects, 

Teenagers who find out that they are pregnant can 
however help themselves best by getting good medical 
care at the very first stages of their pregnancy. These 
are the most important days and weeks of pregnancy, 
when you should be following the advice of your doctor- 
about food, rest, exercise, drugs and many other fac- 
tors that can make the difference for the health of your 
baby and for you. , 

Please call me at 282-0441 if you are pregnant. I 
can tell you where to get the help you will need. If you 
are mot pregnant, we can of course help you to avoid an 
unwanted pregnancy, 


Dear Ruth: 

I know I'm safe when I take the Pill, The doctors and 
nurses at the clinic say that the Pill is the best birth con- 
trol method there is. But what about those days in the 
month when you stop taking the Pill? Can't you get preg- 
nant then? Is it safe to have intercourse during that part 
of the month when you are not taking the Pill? I don't 
understand why they stress how important it is not to miss 
a Pill during the 20 day cycle in order to be safe, and then 
tell you to stop taking pills for 4 or 5 days each month.

Dear Nellie, 

You have asked a question that is a very Common one} 
in our discussion groups and I think it is one that troubles 
and confuses many people who take the Pill, Perhaps my 
answer will serve to help others besides you. 

The best way to answer you is to explain what happens 
when you take the Pill--how-it works and then you will 
understand why we say that you are safe--practically 100% 
safe when you take the Pill, 

In order to produce pregnancy an ovum or egg must 
form in the ovaries of the woman, leave the ovaries and 
travel to the tubes and there unite with sperm from the 
male. The Pill prevents this from happening because 
the Pill contains a substance called a hormone which puts 
the ovaries into a restful state so that the ovum is not 
formed and therefore cannot travel out into the tubes 
where fertilization can take place, 

Taking the Pill at the same hour each day for 20 days 
@:: the ovaries dormant and inactive throughout the 

aonth and throughout the 4 or 5 day menstrual period, un- 
til you begin to take the Pill again on Day One. You are 
safe every day of the month if you take the Pill exactly as 
you have been advised, 

Now, if you should forget to take a Pill for a couple of © 
days or even for one day, during the 20 day taking-period, 
you could be in trouble, and we advise you to use another 
method of contraception along with the Pill until after the 
next menstrual period and until you have again started back 
on the next Pill cycle, 

If you are just starting on the Pill as a beginner, you are 
not protected until you have taken the Pill for at least 7 
days. 

Does this explanation make it clearer to you? If you 
still have doubts and questions please call me.

Yqu are right, I have been neglecting to give proper 
emphasis to the condom (or rubber as it is often called) as 
a very safe method. It is completely harmless, easy to get 
because you can purchase a condom at almost any drug 
store. No prescription or doctor's visit is needed and it 


costs very little. 


Condoms are made of strong, thin latex rubber, and all 
the better ones are tested at the factory before being 
shipped. -The Food and Drug Administration that passes on 
many drugs and their safety is also empowered to inspect 


shipments of condoms, 


My suggestion is to buy a condom from a reliable store 
and use it only once with your wife using contraceptive 
cream or jelly. This will give you a very high degree of 


safety.

If you have been taking the Pill for three months exact- 
ly as directed the chances are pretty good that you are not 


pregnant, Often the menstrual period is very, 


very slight 


when you first start on the Pill. But since it's been 3 months s+ 
you really should go back to your doctor or clinic and be 


checked, 


these days to keep busy as did other generations because of 
all the modern conveniences we have in frozen and canned 
food, clothes washers, etc. Kids have more time to them- 
selves and it is really up to us to try to get them occupied 
in their spare time. It is up to us to provide better recre- 
ation of the kind we have at the Bayview Center in the 
afternoon and evening hours. 

But, if we can't stop youngsters from having sex then it 
is up to us to protect them against really bad consequences 
of their acts and to provide them with birth control devices 
so that these youngsters won't have the added burden of 
babies of their own to care for. We must provide educa- 
tion so that youngsters will learn about their bodies and how 
babies are conceived, develop and are born. We must 
educate youngsters so they will make responsible decisions 
about their own behavior. If youngsters are still going to 
have sexual intercourse they need to know about taking 
proper precautions to avoid pregnancy, 

In my opinion it is much worse for a 15 year old girl to 
become a mother and much sadder for the baby, too, than 
it is to have these young people practice birth control.

The Co-op should function as a community organization, 
for only then can it become significant to local poor 
people. Issues involving the National Co-op League, or

Community issues center around local laws and policies 
that affect housing, education, and employment--prob-

If the Co-op is to deal effectively with the consumer prob- 
lems of the poor, it must deal with them as problems of 
human beings, rather than the limited class of “consumers.” 
It must show some concern for the problems that affect

The Neighborhood Home and 
Health Care Program devel- 
oped out of a need for greater 
communication on a personal 
basis with families. In the past 
welfare agencies have been a 
sort that tended to alienate 
themselves from the family’s 
problems, by creating acoun- 
selor-client relation. The 
home and health care pro- 


‘gram is designed to create 


a much more personal rela- 
tion with the family, says 
Mrs. Rosa Lee Williams, the 
program’s director. 

With a staff of six family 
friends whose responsibilities 
are to cover the community, 
knocking on doors and seeking 
family problems. The family 
friends are unique in that their 
first objective is to become a 
friend in the family, as op- 
posed to being some kind of 
counselor, then together with 
the family they seek out any 
family problem that may ex- 
ist, it is to be noted that 
these persons do not do any 
counseling in the technical 
sense, but merely encourage 
families withproblems to seek 
proper help. j 

Mrs. E. Matson, who super- 
vises the family friends, stated 
that the major objective is to 
gain the confidence of the peo- 
ple, because residents are 
generally skeptical about per- 
sons from welfare programs, 

When asked what she thought 
the greatest problem was, she 
- said that since the residents 
of Hunters Point have been 
studied and surveyed so much, 
many of them refuse to talk 
to you when you say you are 
from a welfare agency. ‘‘To 
avoid the problem family 
friends are instructed that they 


must first let the family know 
that they are not counselors, 
but merely friends who wish 
to help the family solve any 
family problem they might 
have.” 

Mrs. Williams stated that 
one of her outstanding cases 
was one involving a seven 
year old child who had never 
gone to school, the child was 
unable to adjust to school. 
And the parents felt that there 
was. no need to send the child 
to school. A professional per- 
son had worked with the par- 
ents. and. child for several 
months, and had been unable 
to convince the parents that 
the child should be in school, 
After a few meetings with 
Mrs, Williams’ family friends 
the parents decided to send the 
child to school. In the first 
week the Neighborhood Home 
and Health Care Program 
transported the child to and 
from the school. He is now 
learning how to go to and 
from school alone, 

The program has an in- 
built training program for the 
employees, too. Some employ- 
ees have already acquired 
skills and have gone on to 
other jobs. The training is 
done by teachers from the 
University of California. One 
young lady trained in the Health 
Services has since gone to 
work for the Bank of America. 

Mrs, Williams felt that gen- 
erally the program has been 
well received by the commun- 
ity, because many persons’ 
have volunteered their help 
in getting the program off the 
ground. The program ends in 
December of this year, and 
after that they look for re- 
funding. 
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Co-op Gets New 


Management: 


Recent board action at the Neighborhood Co-Op has 
resulted in a contract for new management services, 

Herman Cummins local grocery store owner, and a one 
time member of the Co-Op board of directors succeeds 
Association Cooperatives, a grocery distributor for the 
co-ops in the Bay Area, 

Associated Cooperatives held the management contract 
since the Co-Op opened in June 1965, The change in manage- 
ment resulted from dissatisfaction of the board with the 
services they had received from Associated Cooperatives, 
Although the original management contract extended for 
five years it came to an end after being in effect for only 
two years, The word is that the contract was terminated by 
agreement of the parties, __ 

The new management is a part of a new program to 
increase the sales at the store, Financial reports indicate 
that the store has been loosing money since Associated 
Cooperatives took over the management, In fact in one 
recent quarters’ report the balance sheet showed that a 
record $18,000 had been lost. 

Patronage figures show that the Co-Op is not getting 
support from it’s members, Out of more than the 2300 
members less than 30% of them support their store, Doing 
less than one half. its capacity in volumn it is also obvious 
that the Hunters Point-Bayview Community is not supporting 
the store either, 

The most outstanding thing about the lack of community 
support of the store is that it was initiated by the community 
as their self help project. Now at the time when business 
need the community. support it can’t be found,

Long time resident of Hunt- 
ers Point speaks out on the 
San Francisco Housing Auth- 
ority and the welfare depart- 
ment, 

Mrs. Whitfield; mother of 
three lives at 40 Westpoint 
Road in Hunters Point. She 
is a board member of the Area 
Planning Board of the Anti- 
Poverty Program. She is also 
the vice president of the wel- 
fare rights organization, and 
is active in the Police Com- 
munity Relations Committee. 


Mrs. Whitfield classed the 
Housing Authority rent col- 
lection policies from welfare 
as ‘‘Robbery’’. 
She received $165 per month 
from the welfare department 
to support two teenage youngs~ 
ters and herself. Broken down 
the $165 equals $135 5o her, 
and $30 for the support of 
her 13-year-old daughter. She 
received nothing for her 18- 
year-old son :

Out of this $165 Mrs. Whit- 
field must buy food for three 
persons to last for a month 
(for the three adults the aver- 
age person will spend at least 
$25. a week for groceries). 

She then has to pay for her 
transportation. But the biggest 
blow to her less than subsis- 
tence budget is the rent. To 
live in a project of two bed- 
rooms that she describes as 
*teubby holes’? cost her $56 a 
month, and to add to her rent 
she is charged for utilities. 

According to Mrs. Whitfield 
out-of the $165 she gets each 
month $43 of it-is allocated 
for rent, However, even though 
the Housing Authority has 
knowledge of this they charge 
her $56 dollars per month 
plus utilities. 

Mrs. Whitfield said, ‘*The 
Housing Authority jumps on 
the welfare recipients, and 
lets the .other people get 
away.’’ She then told me of a 
situation of a woman that was 
working with one of the pov- 
erty agencies with a salary of 
over $400 per, month that was 
paying $10 less per month for 
an apartment identical to hers, 

Determined to make her 
protest heard she plans a 
visit to the Housing Authority, 

It is also interesting to note 
that Mrs. Whitfield and Mrs, 
E, Jackson, assistant chair- 
man of anti-poverty boardhas 
joined together to sue the 
Housing Authority for the un- 
fair rent practices, They are 
asking other welfare recipi- 
ents to join in the suit, Those
